MESSAGE: 


Gentlemen of ihe Council, 
and Genilemen of the House of Representatives : 


Havine been elected by the suffrages of the independent freemen of 
this State, to the office ef Chief Magistrate, I accept the trust confided 
to me, with a grateful sense of the honor which such an expressien of 
public confidence confers, and a deep convietion of the responsibility 
which it imposes. . , 

The occasion of our assembling cannet fail to remind us of the 
source of our authority.—The government we are callèd to administer 
is the government of the people, and the power it confers upon us as 
their constituted agents, involves the high responsibility of expressing 
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iheir will, and laboring to promote their welfare. "The just extent of 
those powers, and the-best means of their beneficent, exercise should 
pecome, therefore, the subjects of our deep and anxious deliberation. 

Coming, as we do, from the midst of the people, we have the best 
means of knowing their wants—of understanding their interests, and of 
perceiving the operation of existing laws, and the necessity which ex- 
perience may have suggested for ‘their modification. In discharging 
our duties as Legislators, we shall find it necessary to guard against a 
spirit of innovation on the one hand, and a blind adherence to precedent 
on the other. í an aon 

The Judiciary department of the Government will always claim the 
first regard of the Legislature. Upon the wisdom and purity of that 
department, all the most valuable possessions in civil society depend. 
In all coustries, the principles and feelings of the magistrate ought to 
accord with the principles of the government; this is necessary, to 
give it energy. In a State, where an inquiry by grand juries and 
trials by petit juries are fixed by the constitution as the strong barriers 
of the people’s rights, the modes of punishing cfimes and enforcing 
private claims are always expensive and sometimes attended with in- 
convenient delay. A cheap, ready, and plain manner of obtaining 
remedies for wrongs and compelling the execution of contracts by fixed 
and established rules, and without unnecessary delay, forms the distin- 
guishing feature of a good government. There is no doubt but that 
improvements may be made in the jurisprudenee of the State, and 
therefore, the attention of the Legislature will be directed to it—-But 
in all alterations of the laws, a sacred regard to the constitution, and 
such a degree of perfection-and permanence as will render them res- 
pectable, ought to be kept steadily in View.: i 

The gréat improvements in Agriculture--the increase of Commerce, 
and the progress and encouragement of the Arts, in our country, far- _ 
nish the most satisfactory proof of the excellence of our political insti- 
tutions; but the path of publie as welas private prosperity ought to 
be trodden with care. Governments which depend in so great a 
measure for their due execution on the will of the governed, so fre- 
quently expressed by their suffrages, demand for their preservation, 
great intelligence .in the body of the people- To maintain this, our 
institution of Common Schools,.is admirably adapted ; those, with our 
Academies and Colleges, are. rendered indispensable by the nature of | 
our government, and will claim the-constant attention of the Legisla- 
ture for their support and encouragement. S 

The views which I have heretofore expressed to the Legislature en 
the subjects of the Militia-—of the multiplication of Oaths, and of Im- 
prisonment for Debt, remain unchanged : and I refer to those impor- 
tant objects, as deserving your particular attention. 
_.On the subject of the Militia, if nothing more should be done at the 
present session, I would suggest the propriety, and even the necessity 
of revising the Jaws on that subject, making such alterations and 
amendments as will do away those difficulties in their execution, which 
have been found to exist, and that each field officer and captain of a 
company jn the State be furnished with a copy at -the public expense, 
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to be distributed in the same manner as the public laws and journals - 
are distributed. ` . 

By an act of the General Assembly, passed at their last session, it 
was made my duty to appoint three suitable persons as a committee, to 
fix on a place, in Montpelier, for the erection of a State House. In 
obedience to the provisions of this act, I appointed. Samuel C. Crafts, 
of Craftsbury, Allen Wardner, of Windsor, and George T. Hodges, of 
Rutland, to fix the place for a new State House, and to prepare a plan 
for the same. Their report on the subject is herewith laid before you. 

By the same act, it was also made my duty to appoint some suitable 
person or persons as a committee to superintend the erection of the 
State House, agreeably to the plan adopted by the locating committee. 
‘To this service I appointed Lebbeus Egerton, of Randolph, whose re- 
portof the progress of the work thus far will be laid before you. 

In pursuance of a resolution of the General Assembly, adopted at 
their- last session, requesting me to open a correspondence with the 
Governor of Lower Canada en the subject of removing the obstructions 
at the outlet of Lake Champlain, near St. Johns, in Lower Canada, I 
addressed a letter to that officer on the subject, enelosing sundry affi- 
davits: tendiùg to establish the existence of the evils complained of. 
I have received the answer of the Governor, with a number of affidavits 
and documents, relating to the same subject. This correspondence, 
with the papers relating to it, will be laid before you. 


In pursuance of another resolution of the General Assembly, adopted 
at their last session, requesting me to enter into such negociations with 
the Governor of Lower Canada as would conduce to the removal or 
lowering of a dam erected at the outiet of Lake Memphremagog, in the 
province of Lower Canada, so that the waters of the Lake may recede 
to their original level, or take such other measures: as would remove 
the nuisance complained of, I addressed a letter to the Governor of 
Canada, on the subject, to which I have received an answer, assuring 
me that prompt measures would be taken to inquire into -and remove 
the obstructions referred to, and I have no doubt, the difficulty will be 
satisfactorily adjusted. 

When we reflect that the United States are in possession of numer- 
ous blessings—political, civil and religious—many of which are not en- 

joyed bv other nations—that we are remote from the troubles which 
~ frequently agitate the old werld—that we enjoy the uncontrolled right, 
on the true principles.of liberty, to form, alter, and carry into efiect, our 
federal and state constitutions—that feunded on them and on law, there 
exists a spirit of toleration, securing to every one, the undisturbed 
rights of conscience and the free exercise of religion—that the people, 
at fixed periods have the choice of their rulers, and can remove them 
when they do wrong—that the means of education in all branches, are 
liberal, general, and successful—that there is no place where the means 
of subsistence are so easily procured, or where the road to comfort, to 
wealth, or honest fame is so open--that the national resources and pow- 
ers by proper management and arrangement, may render our country 
invincible—that by our husbandry, commerce, manufactures, and me- 
chanic arts, the resources and wealth of the nation almost surpass be-

Hief-~let us not be prompted by imprudent zealots. of any description to 
hazard the- loss of alt or any. of these inestimable blessings, byt let us 
secure them forever, with the aid of Divine Providence, by rallying a- 
round the standard of the Constitution, and encouraging a true national 
spirit, on the solid foundation of peace, order and concord. l 
That we may in some measure be instrumental in pr omoting for our- 
selves and our coustituents the benefits ofa good government, let us 
encourage that watchfulness over the’ conduct of ‘our rulers which is.- 
calculated to teach them a just responsibility in their several stations: ; 
exercising all that indulgence towards honest difference of opinion, 
which the full and complete enjoyment of all the blessings of a free gov- 
‘ ernment render necessary ; may. we all for the present session, and for 
the period for which we are elected, be directed.to the adoption of such 
wise and beneficial measures as will promote the public happiness. - -~

The committee appointed to prepare a plan for a State House, 
made the following : 


REPORT: 
To His Excellency William 4. Palmer : 


The Committee, appointed pursuant to the act ‘Authorizing the building of a 
State House at Montpelier,’’ to fix upon a place forthe erection of said State. 
House, and to prepare a plan.for the same, having attended to the duties assign- 

‘ed them, report—That, after a careful examination of the act, under which they 

hold their appointment, to ascertain their duties, and, as far as possible, the in- 
tentions of the General Assembly, as to the dimensions of the building and the 
materials of which it should bé built, they have come to the conclusion that the 
whole subject was submitted to their judgment and discretion. Fully aware ef 
the responsibility under which they acted, the committee have spared no pains in 
their endeavors to discharge the duties assigned them in a manner that should re- 
ceive the approbation cf their fellow citizens. They considered that, whilst ma- 
ny of the other States were expending large sums of money in the erection of their 
public buildings—each endeavoring to surpass the others in the beauty, taste, and 
elegance of design and workmanship, the State of Vermont would hardly be sat- 
isfied with a building that would not compare advantageously in point of conyen- 
ience and correct taste, with those erected in the neighboring States. 
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To efiable them to prepare a plan of a building possessing as many convenléii- . 


tes ag possible, and to ascertain the probable cost of such a building, the com- 
mittee considered it nécessary that they should obtain a knowledge of the im- 
provements adopted in some of those buildings lately erected in the neighboring 
states. They accordingly proceeded to Concord in New Hampshire, and to Bos- 
ton, and thence to New. Haven, in Connecticut, made a careful inspection of the 
State Houses in these places, and ascertained their cost. Although these build- 
ings are splendid specimens of architecture, they consider the internal arrange- 
ments, in‘many respects, defective and inconvenient for the purposes of legisla- 
tion. i >o F 


The committee have prepared a plan for a building which they flatter them- 
elves, wilt be found, in point of convenience, second to no one in the United 
States, and which, in its external appearance and architectural proportions, will 
be creditable to the State. In this plan the most careful attention was bestowed 
to,render the house convenient for the purposes of legislation. It is proposed to 
make use of the most durable materials in its construction, so that with proper 
care the building may last for ages ; and the committee have in their plan endeav- 
ored so to arrange the Halls, and the other apartments of the building, as will ae- 
comodate the State for a long time to come. The size of the building recommend- 
ed is larger than the cemmittee could have wished ; but, after much time spent in 
their endeavors to reduce it, they were satisfied that the necessary halls, offices, 
and committee rooms could not be contained in a building of smaller dimensionsg 


After having adopted a plan for a building, the committee found ’considerable 
difficulty in selecting a suitable scite whereon to place it. The ground on which 
the old State House stands‘is too low, and is not sufficiently firm to support a 
building constructed with such heavy materials. To build on, or near, that place, 
it would become necessary to dig to a considerable depth, and then to drive such 
anumber of piles as would sustain the walls and internal divisions, and the 


whole foundation to be raised, with solid stone-work, several feet higher than the - 


foundation of the old State House ; and after all these precautions, having no as- 
surance that the building would not settle in some places, so as-materially fo in- 
jure it. Every part of the village was examined, and the committee selected a 


r= 


spot a little back from the Court House, as possessing more advantages than any , 
other in the village ; being composed almost entirely of solid rock, and which, ‘ 


by blasting the higher parts, would furnish good materials for raising the lewer 
parts to the proper level, at a much cheaper rate than to purchase and draw the 
stone, affording a solid substantial foundation for the building. 


In selecting this scite the committee were met by new embarrassments. This 


i 
i 


scite, with the lands in front, were private property, and could not be procured : 


but for a considerable sum. It would also become necessary to move the Court , 


House, (which had been placed on the public square, by the consent of a former 


Legislature,) a brick School House which had cost twelve hundred dollars, and . 
procure the Baylies lot,--a small lot belonging to Mr. Owen, and to extend the - 


whole back about thirty-three rods and a half, from the front to the street. The 
committee stated their difficulties to the citizens of Montpelier, and requested . 


their aid to remove them. It had been ascertained: that the Baylies lot, with the - 


buildings, might be purchased for three thousand seven hundred dollars, and net ' 
fora less sum. But the citizens of the village having already become obligated to' 
pay fifteen thousand dollars towards the erection of the State House, thought 
themselves unable to add to that another burden ef more than five thousand dol- 
lars. Under these circumstances, the committee ventured to propose te pay them 
three thousand dollars, towards effecting this object; provided the citizens -of 
Montpelier would procure titles to the above described lands, and would move 
from the premises all the buildings standing thereon, including the Court House, 


These terms were finally acceded to, and good titles procured to the ‘Jands in 
question. i 


The committee regret that they found it necessary to expend so large a sum il 
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procuring a scite for the building. Yet they do believe, with this expense, the 

cost of preparing a foundation in this place will not greatly exceed what would 
have been required in the place where the old State House stands, and also af- 
fording a mach more eligible and secure situation for the proposed building,— 
with a convenient and handsome area in front, and sufficient space at the ends 
and rear of the building for all necessary appendages, and appurtenances, 


Ast respects the expense of the proposed building, including the land pur- 
chased, the committee, after a careful examination, have come to the conclusion 
that it will not vary much from sixty thousand dollars ; a sum considerably under 
the cost of either of the State Houses, in Maine, New Hampshire, or Massachu- 
setts. In this estimation we have calculated the expense of constructing the col- 

- umns of the Portico with brick and to stucco them in imitation of stone. The 
committee would however recommend that they be of granite, which would be 
vastly more durable, and much more in harmony with the other parts of the build- 

“ing ; provided granite of suitable dimensions and-quality can be obtained at an 

. expense not greatly exceeding the cost of the brick and stucco. But as it is not 
necessary to make the selection at this time the committee prefer that the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall, at their next session, direct of what materials the columns 
shall be constructed. 


For a particular description of the building, its internal arrangements, and the 
manner and style, in which it is proposed to_finish it, the committee respectfully 
refer you to the plans which they have prepared and deposited in the office of 
Secretary of State. 


The committee are fully aware of the amount of responsibility they consider it 
necessary to assume. They trust howevér, that, having been actuated by no oth- 


er motives than such as had relation to the convenience and character of the 
State, their duings will be approved by their fellow citizens.

The Bank Commissioners, believing as they do, that all distinctions, in point 
of privileges, amongst citizens of the same State, are odious in character, and 
anti-republican in principle ; and ought to be continued, neither by wise legisla- 
tors, nor an intelligent community ; would respectfully suggest to the Hon. 
Legislature, the propriety of so amending the existing laws relating to Banks 
that al! the monied institutions of the State shall be placod on an equality, in so 
far as each shall be taxed, or be required to contribute to the revenues of the 
State ; and that a spirit of liberality, if not of justice, would suggest the pro- 
priety of making no distinction between the citizens of Vermont, and those of 
other States. 


Actuated by these motives, the Commissioners would suggest the propriety of 
amending the present laws relating to Banks, in the following particulars, 
to wit: ` 


That those Banks, chartéred under the act, usually denominated the ‘‘ safety 
fund act,” shall not, hereafter, be liable to be visited annually by the Bank In- 
spector. For it is believed to be an unnecessary tax upon those institutions, and 
therefore unjust in its character, and oppressive in its operation. l 


That hereafter, all the capital stock, actually paid in; whether owned by 
citiżens of Vermont, or any other State ; be set in the List for the purpose of 
taxation. l i 


That those citizens of Vermont, who own foreign Bank Stock, shall not, here- 
after, be liable to be taxed for the same. 


Amongst the reasons we would offer for the two last propositions are the fol- 
lowing : 

Bank stock is, by the laws of Vermont, declared te be personal property, and 
liable, like all other personal property,.to attachinent on mesne process and ex- 
ecution. Should citizens of Vermont, own oxen, horses, sheep, or other listable 
property, and have it constantly kept in another State ; no one would pretend 
that such property would be liable to taxation in this State. And, upon the 
same principle, should citizens of other States, have sheep, oxen, &e. constantly 
kept in this State, that property would be liable to taxation here. The object 
proposed, is to have Bank Stock treated like other kinds of personal property. 


Should any difficulty be apprehended, respecting the disposition of money 


$ 


raised for other than the usual State tax, on foreign Bank stock ; the commis- . 


sioners would suggest that such money might be collected, in the town where 
the Banks are located, and ordered to be paid over by the cellectors to the com- 


missioner of the school fund, for the benefit of common schools, or disposed of — 


in such other manner as the legislature might direct. 
While the banks not embraced under the safety fund system, are paying to the 


school fund, a premium of only six per cent on their nett profits ; those Banks 
under the new regulation, pay from ten to twelve per cent on theirs. 
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Although the latter sum may, perhaps, be no , more a than the banks can weil 
-afford te pay ; yet it cannot but be perceived that its operation is altogether in 
favor of the‘banks first chartered, and- creates a distinction where none ought-to 
exist, while all classes of community are entitled to equal privileges. We would 
therefore, earnestly recommend, that ‘this distinction be done away as soon as 
consistent with constitutional principles, and -chartered privileges. 

The Bank Commissioners would express their opinion, that the Law -of 1831 
relating to banks, {although supposed by some, not to be a sufficient guarantees 
for the “safety ef the public,) will be salutary in its influence ; in that it will be 
for the interest of each bank te endeaver to sustain and not to depress others 
upder the same system ; and a mutual interest will be felt amongst them; forn. 
failure of any one, will be a drawback upon-the profits of all. :

The Superintendant of the State Prison, made the following 
Report and Exhibit. 


To the General Assembly now in session : 


The subscriber respectfully submits for their consideration the following report, 
relative to the State prison concerns, ending September 30th, 1833. 


Owing to the good health and industry of the convicts for the year past, an in- 
creased amount of labour has been performed than heretofore, with the same 
number of prisoners, and it would have been pleasing to have been able to com- 
municate as profitable a result from said labours, as in former years, but while ` 
some branches of business pursued the year past have resulted favourably, partic- 
ularly that of the manufacture of shoes, that of weaving cotton goods (and which 
has always been the principal employment,) has declined materially. The sub- 
scriber has been aware that for three or four years past the article of colored 
goods as woven at the State prison, were meeting with an obstruction in their 
sales by the manufacture and use of Ameriean printed goods and calicoes, but I 
Rave always, by watching the market closely, been able to weave something of 
that kind of goods that would, if not sold for home consumption, it would sell to 
exporters for foreign markets ; and owing to the cheap rate of yarns at the com- 
mencement of the past year, and the unwillingness of laying aside the machinery 
for weaving which iş of considerable expense, I was induced still to continue the 
weaving business through the year ; 1 have however, knowing from the fact that 
the weaving business by hand looms must be reduced in future, thought it my du- 
ty to attempt some other kind of mechanical labor in the prison and have alter- 
ed and arranged the work shops so as to be able to set in operation the manufac- 
ture of waggons and carriages for common use, together with the manufacture of 
such tools and articles made in a smith’s shop : these Shops have very lately com- 
mencead business with a fair prospect of success. The shoe making business I 
have thought best to enlarge, keeping from 12 to 14 hands employed upon the 
bench. I have also contracted to make and deliver at the State prison for the 
year to come, from 1 to 3000 provision barrels for the Boston market, and am 
quite confident that a much larger amount can be disposed of, provided stoek or 
raw materials for the article can be obtained. 


The subscriber while laying before the Honorable Legislature the prospect 
that labor from hand looms is, and will be diminishing, and its profits less, is still 
of opinion it would be impolitic to put aside all the looms, as consequently a large

sacrifice in machinery would accrue when ‘not in use, and I can state there is 2 
prospect of keeping about 18 to 20 looms at work upon a coarse kind of goeds I 
am now negotiating for. 

I am happy to state that the conduct of the prisoners the year past has been 
generally good, and very industrious, having woven 148 thousand yards of cloth, 
besldes increasing the manufacture of shoes, and also of erecting and improving 
the old work shap on the west side of the yard, which. makes it very convenient 
for the prosecution of other mechanical purposes. 


The money received for admittance of visitors during-‘the year past, amounts to 
$217-73 which sum is passed ‘to the credit of the State prison. 


In presenting my report of the condition of the State prison for the past vear, I 
cannot omit remarking that those means of moral and religious influence have 
been employed with reference to the welfare of the prisoners, which it is hoped 
through the divine blessing will be productive of important results. In addition to 
the stated preaching of the gospel onthe sabbath, daily prayers have been attend- 
ed with the convicts by the Chaplain, instruction given by the way of a Bible elass 
onthe sabbath, and assistance rendered to such as are desirous of learning to 
read, and the subscriber cannot but believé, as wellas hope, that the privileges 
the convicts have received of a moral and religious character will be of lasting 
good to them, and beneficial to community, by a reformation of condaet on the 


part of the poor, degraded convict, now confined within the walls of a State pris- 
on.

he is to put them in, amounting to $5,700. With John Spaalding, of Montpelier, 
for 1,000,000 of brick to be delivered on the common at $2,72 per thousand, 
amounting to $2,720.

States, and adding thereby new and more permanent bonds to our union ; and 
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whereas in the opinion of this Legislature the State of Vermont has not received 
a just proportion of thè benefits of these disbursments ; 

Therefore, Resolved, the Governos and Council concurring herein; that our 
Senators in Congress be instructed, and our representatives requested to use their 
most strenuous exertions to obtain ‘from the General Government suitable appro- 
priations of money for improving the navigation of Connecticut river and for aid- 
ing in the construction of a Rail Road from Lake Champlain to the eastern sea 
board ; both which projects are believed to be national in their character, and 
meriting in the present case, as well for claims justly our due, as ‘for their intrin- 
sic utility, the attention and liberal regard of the National Legislature.

The committee on Military Afairs, on the resolutions relating 
to the exped'ency of altering and revising the militia laws, made 


the following 
REPORT: 
To the Honorable General Assembly now in session : 


Your Committee on Military Affairs, to whom was referred that part of tho 
Governor’s Message relating to the Militia ; also a resolution to inquire into the 
expediency of revising the Militia System, respectfully Report, 

That they have had the same under consideration and are of opinion that the 
existing system is not well sustained by the members of the Militia nor by the 
people at large. It is therefore submitted whether the present system, having 
grown out ofa very different state of affairs from that which now exists, might 
‘not be improved, so as to meet the wishes of the people, and be more suitable to 
the present age and circumstances of the community. Ifse, the revision and 
Printing of the existing laws should be deferred until such improvement may be 
made, as will render them of some use. It is believed that the number of the 
Militia now enrolled is much larger than is necessary as an active force for.any 
purposes conten.plated by the Constitution in time of peace. ‘To remedy this evil 
your committee are led to believe that volunteer and uniform companies may be 
so far encouraged by furnishing arms for them, and by giving them a small com- 
pensation, either by a deduction from their taxes, or otherwise—that they will 
maintain all the active force necessary in time of peace, and thereby relieve the 
remainder of those enolied from any burden, by way of training, except it may be 
necessary to meet by companies once in each year, to revise their roll and elect 
their effcers. Both classes should however, be organized in connexion in such 
manner as to ensure the complete enrollment and annual returns of the whole, 
with the good discipline of the volunteer companies. i 


Your committee believe that the ordinary trainings of rank and file will never 
afford that knowledge of tactics which will be of any advantage when called into 
actual service 5 therefore may be dispensed with, without injury to the general 
interests of the community. It will be important, however, to provide for tire in- 
struction of all the officers, so far as to render a detached Militia force more em- 
cient when needed. It is believed also that some such alterations as now propos- 
ed are practieable. But should it be thought best to retain the main features of 
the existing system, it may be an improvement to require ‘an annual muster by 
regiment, with a view fo a better d.scipline than exists at present. Your commit- 
tee consider the subject of too much importance to be passed over hastily, and 
for want of time to present in detail such provisions of a bill as may be found ne- 
ceasary, to this ses-ion of the Legislature, would submit to the consideration of

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Governors Message as relates to obstructions in the outlet of 
Lake Champlain, made the following 


REPORT: 
To the General Assembly now sitting : 


The committee on Roads and Canals, to whom was referred so much of thé 
Governor’s communication to both Houses as relates to the removal of obstruc- 
fions at the outlet of Lake Champlain, respectfully report, That from an exami- 
nation of all the documents in relation to that subject, it appears, that on the 4th 
day of June last, the Governor of this State commenced a correspondence with 
the Governor General of the British provinces, in America, complaining of the ex- 
istence of the evils occasioned by certain obstructions in the cutlet ef Lake Cham- 
plain. The obstructions complained of, it appears to your committee, consist of 
eertain piers or ice breakers placed in the channel of the river St. Johns, above a 
bridge which has been erected at the head of the rapids, on said river, and certain 
eel-wires below said bridge, in addition to the trussels necessary to support the’ 
bridge, likewise a certain wing-dam from the west shore, to an island in said riv- 
er ; and that further works, and other obstructions are in contemplation, to be 
placed in said river, by certain individuals in said province, holding a grant for a 
canal from St. Johns to Chambly. Your committee further find that the said 
piers, trussels, and ice-breakers occupy a space of about 450 feet, making about . 
one third of the width of the natural channel of the river, and rising above the 
surface of the water. Your committee further find, that the Governor of Vermont, 
in his correspondence with the Governor of the British Provinces, also transmitted 
the affidavits tendered to substantiate the above facts ; and, also, that in conse- 
quence of the said obstructions, certain large tracts of land on the margin of the 
lake, and upon Rock river, and Missisqne river, are overflown, and rendered use- 
less in some instances, and much injured by overflowing in others ; and the health 
of the inhabitants thereby greatly impaired. On the 27th of Fune, 1833, the Gov- 
ernor General of the British Provinces, in America acknowledged the receipt of 
the communication of the Governor of Vermont, of the 4th of June last, together 
with affidavits, and gave an assurance that he would immediately lay the matter 
before the Hon. Robert Jones, the proprietor of the bridge, and on the 18th of 
August 1833, he again wrote to the Governor of Vermont, stating that he had 
made the reference proposed in his communication of the 27th of June, which 
was accompanied by certain documents, which, while they admit the erection of 
said bridge, and the piers, trussels and ice-breakers, deny entirely the effects sup- 
posed to be produced by those obstructions, by the citizens of this State. These 
documents tend to show that the rise of the waters of Lake Champlain within the 
last four or five years, (which they admit) has not been in consequence of the 
obstructions“complained of, but in consequence of the wet seasons, and that the 
streams below said obstructions, have risen as well as above. Your committee 
perceive in the communications of the Governor General of the British Provinces, 
a spirit of conciliation, and a willingness to render any assistance in his power to 
ascertain the true cause of the evils complained of, whether natural or artificial. 
Your committee are of opinion that complaints of the existence of evils of a char- 
acter so materially affecting the intérests of a respectable portion of the citizens 
of this State, demand some act of the Legislature, by which, if practicable, relief 
may be had. We therefore, recommend the adoption of the following resolution. 


All which is respectfully submitted, by

Resolved, The Governor and Council concurring herein, that two commission- 
ers be appointed by the Legislature of this State, at its present session, to repair, 
when thereto required by the Governor of this State, to the town of St. Johns, in

plain, and to solicit that a Commissioner or Commissioners may be appointed on. 
the part of that Government, to act in conjunction with the commissioners to be 
appointed by this Legislature as aforesaid. 


Resolved, That Samuel C. Crafts, of Craftsbury, and Alden Partridge of Nor- 
wich, be, and they are hereby appointed Commissioners in pursuance of the fore-.

To the General Assembly now sitting : 


— 


_ The select committee raised on the resolution to enquire whether the Judges 
-~ of the Supreme Court have faithfully reported their decisions according te the act 
of 1827, beg leave respectfully to submit the following report: By the first sec-: 
tion of the aforesaid act, entitled “An act to provide for reporting the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of Judicature and for other purposes”’ it is made the ‘‘ duty of 
the justices of the-Supreme Court to make true and authentic reports of all decis- 
ions which may be made by said Court, proper to be reported, as soon as may be 
after such decisiens shall have been made, and on or before the first.of October 
in each year, furnish a true and correct copy of each report to the Secretary of 
State, subject to the order of the General Assembly.’’ The second section of 
said act provides that each justice of the Supreme Court shall hereafter receive 
s in addition to the salaries heretofore allowed by law, the sum of one hundred 
and seventy-five dollars annually.*’- By the same act the office of Reporter of the 
decisions of the Supreme Court is abolished, which, together with the, provisions 
of the sections before quoted, shows that it was the intention of the Legislature 
to grant the sum of one hundred and twenty-five dollars in addition to the usual 
salaries of the judges, as a compensation for their extra services, in the prepara- 
tion and reporting of their decisions from year to year, as required by the first sec- 
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tion of the act in question. g 


Your committee in order to arrive at the facts required of them by thë resolu- 
tion under which they are acting, have examined all the Volumes of the Vermont 
Reports, and find the whole number of cases reported, not including six cases set 
down as reported per curiam, and six credited to Judge Thompson, reported as 
the committee understand by another Judge, to be 372. They were not able, 
however, by this investigation alone to determine whether the above number 
comprised the whole of the cases decided by the Court within the time embraced 
in their reports, or whether the judges had severally performed the duties required 
of them by law. In order, therefore, to deterntine these points with some degree 
of definiteness, they adopted the following data as the ground work of the exposi- 
tion of the subject which follows. - 


The committee found by enquiry, that ever since the passage of the Act of 
1827, it has been customary with the judges of the court, in delivering the opin- 
ions of the court and reporting the same, to make the following division of the 
cases determined, viz ; the chief Justice has taken the first case ; the first Assis- 
tant justice the second ; the sécond assistant justice the third ; the thir assistant 
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justice, the fourth ; and the fourth assistant justice, the fifth ; thus distributing to 
each justice as nearly as may be, an equal proportion of that part of their duty. 
In connexion with the foregoing rule of the court, the committee consider it 
proper to state, that it is also customary for but four of the judges to be on the 
bench at the same time. This will not, however, vary the result of the rule in 
question, inasmuch as it has always been their practice, as the committee learn, 
to agree, at the commencement of the term, at what time each judge may be 
absent ; and the amount of time allowed for the absence of each, has been made 
as nearly equal as possible. In view of the foregoing usages of the court, the 
committee have deemed it perfectly fair, therefore, to take the highest number of 
cases reported by any.one judge in any given period, as the average number 
which fell to the lot of each judge to report within such period. This supposition 
the committee have made the basis of the calculations, which follow : 


The committee found upon an examination of the reports, that of the cases 
decided in 1828, Judge Hutchinson reported 27; Judge Skinner none ; Judge 
Prentiss 14; Judge Turner 7—Of those decided in 1829, Judge Hutchinson re- 
ported 46 ; Judge Skinner none ; Judge Prentiss 16 ; Judge Turner-9 ; and Judge 
Paddock 18—-Of those decided in 1830, Judge Hutchinson reported 21 ; Judge 
Prentiss 26 ; Judge Royce 9; Judge Williams14; and Judge Paddock 16— Of 
those decided in 1831 Judge Hutchinson reported 39; Judge Prentiss 1 ; Judge 
Royce 3 ; and Judge Williams 13—Of those decided in 1832, Judge Hutchinson 
reported 35 ; Judge Williams 30 ; Judge Baylies 19; and Judge Phelps 9. The- 
whole number of cases reported, as above stated, is 372, of which Judge Hutch- 
insan reported, 168 ; Judge Prentiss 57 ; Judge Turner 16 ; Judge Paddock 34 ; 
Judge Royce 12 ; Judge Williams 57 ; Judge Baylies 19 and Judge Phelps 9. It 
is proper here for the committee to state, that as they have confined themselves 
in the above statements to the reports, which have been published, the account 
there given does not embrace 30 cases now on Hand for the next volume prepared 
by Judge Hutchinson ; 30 by Judge Baylies; 16 by Judge Paddock, and about 
80 partly prepared by Judge Williams. The committee understand also, that the 
cases set down to Judge Thompson were reported by Judge Hutchinson. ; 

If these be added to the statement previeusly made, the whole number of cases 
reported will be 484, of which Judge Hutchinson has reported 204; Judge Wil- 
liams 87 ; Judge Paddock 50 and Judge Baylies 49, and each of the other Judges 
as before stated. The committee have added these particulars, in order that all 
the facts within their knowledge may be laid before the General Assembly, al- 
though in the exposition which follows, they will confine themselves to the num- 
ber of cases actually reported, and published in the Vermont Reports. 


Taking, then, the highest number reported by any one Judge, as the standard 
by which to determine the nuniber which fell to the lot of each Judge to report, 
the committee find that in the years 1828 and 1829 Judge Hutchinson reported 
78-decisions for which he received $250 ; Judges Turner and Skinner were on 
the bench at the same time, and received the same amount of compensation, the 
former of whom reported but 16 cases; and the latter none. In the years 
1828, °29, and °30 Judge Hutchinson reported 94 decisions, for which he received: 
$375. Judge Prentiss during the same period received the same sum, and report- 
ed but 57 decisions. In the years 1829, *30 and *31 Judge Hutchinson reported. 
106 decisions and received for the same $375—Judge Paddock during the same 
period received the same sum and reported but 34 cases. In the years 1830, ’31, 
232, Judge Hutchinson reported 95 cases, and received for that service $375— 
Judges Williams and Royce during the same period received the same amount of 
compensation, the former of whom reported but 57 cases, and the latter but 12. 
In the year 1832 Judge Hutchinson reported 35 cases and received $125—Judge 
Baylies and Phelps during the same period, reported, the former 19 and the latter 
9 cases. If the rule adopted by the committee to ascertain the number of cases 
determined by the Supreme Court since the passage of the act of 1827, and which, 
according to the provisions of that Act, ought to have been reported in the four 
Volumes of the Vermont Reports already published, be a fair one, it appears that 
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359 cases remain unreported, and that of this number 78 fell to the lot-of Judge 


Skinner ; 87 to the-lot of Judge Prentiss.; 57 to the lot of Judge Turner ;°62 to 


the lot of Judge Paddock ; 38 to the lot of Judge Williams and 82 to the lot of 
Judge Royce. _ 


From the same data it appears that there has been paid to Judges Skinner, 
Prentiss, Turner, Paddock, Williams and Royce over and above the sum they 
would have received if paid for services done, in the same preportion that Judge 
Hutchinson was paid, the aggregate sum of $1204,03, of which sum Judge Skin- 
ner received $250; Judge Prentiss $147,683; Judge Turner $202,92 ; Judge 
Paddock $219,40 ; Judge Williams $140,10 ; and Judge Royce $323,90. 


From the foregoing statement of facts, it appears manifest to the committee, - 
that the provisions of the act of 1827 have not been faithfully complied with by 
all the Judges of the Supreme Court. The committee would not, however, un- 
dertake to say that the estimate of the delinquencies which they have made 
would prove true to the letter, although they feel confident that the principles 
upon which they have proceeded in making that estimate-are correct, and that 
the estimate itself cannot be very far from the facts as they exist. ‘To suppose 
the contrary, indeed would be to suppose that one Judge of the Supreme Court 
has been burdened with, and has actually performed almost one half of the whole 
business of reporting -undér the act in question, for which he has received no 
more compensation than each of his associates. It would show, if fact, that 
Judge Hutchinson has received, for reporting 174 out of 378 cases only $3,59 per 
case, while the average amount per case paid by the State for reporting the re- 
maining 204 cases is $11. Still the committee would not undertake to say but 
the whole subject is capable ofa satisfactory explanation by the persons supposed 
to be delinquent. The committee consider that whatever may be the result, the 
matter requires investigation. They therefore recommend the adoption of the 


accompanying resolution marked (A) and the passage of the accompanying bill 
marked (B.) °
